A. File #2015-023, application of the Town of East Hartford to conduct a regulated
activity in the Inland Wetlands Upland Review area in conjunction with the
replacement of the grass turf field with an artificial turf field and re-surfacing the
existing running track at the East Hartford High School at 869 Forbes Street.

1. The permit is non-transferable without the written consent of the Town of East
Hartford Inland Wetlands — Environment Commission.
2. Soil sedimentation and erosion controls acceptable to the Town Engineer are to be
maintained at all times.

All work in the Inland Wetlands and/or Inland Wetland Upland Review Area shall
be commenced within five (5) years from the effective date. The activity shall be
completed within one (1) year from the commencement of the activity.

Written notice shall be submitted to the Town Engineer 48 hours prior to the
starting date of the approved activity.

In evaluating this application, the Inland Wetlands - Environment Commission
has relied on information provided by the applicant, and if such information
subsequently proves to be false, deceptive, incomplete and/or inaccurate, this
permit shall be modified, suspended, or revoked.

Approval is granted based on the maps submitted with the application with plans
dated 11-15-2015 and revised to 01-14-2016.

Final plans are to be signed and stamped (ink & impression) by the Professional
Engineer and/or Land Surveyor licensed in the state of Connecticut who is
responsible for the work.

The written response dated January 14, 2016 must be stamped and sealed by a
licensed Professional Engineer.

The written response dated January 14, 2016 item 6 states that there will be no
stockpiling of material on site and further states that the Note on Sheet L-02 has
been changed. The note remains unchanged. Either correct the note or show
where the stockpile is to be placed including any sediment and erosion controls.
